The children are kept to 
ithemselves, however, as the parents 
jhave no desire to have them follow 
the manners and customs of the na- 
tives, perchance to grow up “wild and 
wooly,” so the little ones have to con- 
tent themselves with the family circle. 

Besides Mrs. Walters, there are only 
three other ‘white women at the post: 
Mrs. Danes, wife of the Lamson Huib- 
bard trader, Mrs, Loutit, wife of Fair- 
| weather's manager, and Mrs. Mercredi 
of the Hudson's Bay, this category of 
{course not including the Sisters at the 
mission. 

Amusements there are none at 
Fort Resolution, and the long winter 
‘evenings are of necessity spent round 
the trader's own fireside; one reason 
for this being that the wood fires need

As all the clothing is made locally,

supplying tham with ideas of the cor-
